DRINK GUitSE. 


The burdens borne by tho United Emg- 


dom of Gretit IS.-itmu, crowiuj; oat ot tho 
drinkinft habit, is ono ot the sad com- 
liieutariis ou tho civilization of 'that 
country. The cause ot tho poor man'1! 
povortj and tho secret of his misery are 
plain enough when one looks over the 
statistics ot drunkenness in the United 
Kingdom. 


In the Imperial Parliament series in 


1885, is a littln volume prepared by W. S. 
Came member ot parliament, and -the 
Kev. Dr. Dawson Burns, which thows for 
eiwh year between 1SGO 
aud 1SS4," the 


amouDtof money spent for ictoiioating 
liquors in that country; the cumber o; 
oases of Jruakonness; tho total number 
ot convictions for cnmv; tbo number of 
insaue and paupers; and tho amount 
paid for tbe relist of the poor. The sta- 
tistics have been prepared1 with tn« ut- 
most care, the cumber of arrests for 
drunkenness, being official, of course, sa 
well as tho quantity of Hquor cold. 
There is an appalling array of waste, 
onme, and wretchedness iu the SKQres 
given in that little volume. 


In I860, the total amount expended m 


liqunrs in the United Kingdom was 
8125,38-1,350. In ISSi tho amount had 
increased to S031,7-iG,2SO. The cumber 
ot cases of drunkocnets iu 18GO was 
SS.361, and in 3833, the number was 192,- 
905.^ In I860, the amount for each man 
expended in drink was S75 75, anij in 


the per capita expenditure was 


535.30. Mr. Caiue, who has done so 
much in the house of commons for tom- 
peranoo reform, eays that it is ths opinion 
of.lhebest informed persons that the 
cost of the mischief resulting from drink- 
ng—namely, pauperism, crime, disease* 
accidents, loss of labor, and 
so on1 


amounts to fully as much as the cost o£ 


the drink itself; and therefore, if the 
direct and the indirect cost ot tho drink 


added together, n would give ovar a 


billion and a quarter dollars, and deduct- 
ing 8250,000,000 of this for revenue and 
other uses, it would stiH leave about 
one billion dollars annually or tho coat 
!o the 
nation 
through 
intoxicating 


liquors. 


The cost ot the dnoking habit m the 


United States is also a matter that might 
well occasion alarm. 
Thar able and 


usually accurate statistician, Mr, Edward 
Atkinson, of Boston, says, after a most 
careful investigation, that the bread biU 
of the inhabitants of the United States 
costs less per annum by two and o halt 
million dollars ihan the amount anmially 
expended for drink. David A, Wollp, a 
statistician of some note and an accepted 
authority on such matters, estimates the 
urn annually spent for alcoholic bever- 
ages ot one sort or another in this coun- 
:ry to amount to §500,000,000. The pro- 
libitiocibts s,et down the ug^regato sum 
spent far strong drink to be S900.000.000 
each year. 
To btrike tho golden raean 


>etween these two extremes, ono of 
whioh is too low and tho other far too 
high, Mr. Atkinson thinks it safe to take 
ho average between the two estimates 
and plaoa the amount at §700,000,000 
The present population of tho United. 
States is supposed to bo something short 
t 00,000,000. This estimate incluflcs 
men, women acd children. Suppose tbe 
number ot men to bo one-fourth of the 
entire population, and that the men do 
11 the drinking, we should then have hot 
5,000,000 of persons to consume this 
j"00.000,000 worth of wine, beer and 
whisky. This would make the cost per 
apita to be S-10'G7 per annum—no iu- 
onsiderablo sum for a poor man. It he 
Ots a dollar a day he drinks up forty- 
ii days' work; if he receives ono dollar 
nd fifty cents a day, he spends the oarn- 
ngs of one month for intoxicants. 


When a sober-minded man is brought 


ace to faca with these chilling facts, it 
3 no wonder that he feels like swearing 
ternal enmity against the moral posti- 
enoe and tha cancer of our civilization— 
be saloon.

WASHINGTON" Cm-, Hay 13.—Tho bronze 


frtatue cil' Iho-lato President Garfteld, designed 
by J, p. A. Ward and erocied in a circular 
plot of ground at tho foot ot Capitol Hill, was 
unvi>ilfd Thursday by tho Society of, tho Army 
of Hie Cumberland, which organization had 
it constructed. The statuo is of heroic si/,0, 
ten feet six inches in height, and weighs 5,000 


pounds, Tho granite 
pedestal, w h i c h is 
eighteen fcot in height, 
was paid for by the 
government, congress 
having appropriated 
820,000 t h o v c f o r. 
Bronze ornaments and 
and tablets adorn tlio 
granito shaft, immedi- 
ately above tho throe 


life-sizo symbolical figures in bronze, which 
rest upon granito brackets near tho baso ot 
tho pedestal. Tbcso three figures oro in a sit- 
ting or rocumbcut posture, and represent tho 
throo types of manhood depicted in Gariield's 
cm-eer, viz., tho student, tho warrior, tho 
statesman. Tho thrco tablets placed above 
these ideal figures aro in tho form of a shield, 
on which rest a planetary globe for tho stu- 
dent, a sword and trumpet for tho warrior, 
and a laurel wreath inclosing tha scolos of 
justice for tho statesman. Tho shaft, which 
is circular, is encircled by looped bands of 
oak leaves, alternated with "buckeyes" in 
bronze. 


Tho circular shaft, upon tho top of which 


tho statuo rests, is divided into throo panels 
by thrco pilasters, tho faces of which arc or- 
namented by medalions, and tho life-sized 
symbolical figures rest immediately under the 
lo^es of these pilasters. 


Tlio inscriptions upon tho granito shaft aro 


plnccfl upon tho throe panels, making a new 
departure in this rcspoct in monument art. 
Thev aro as follows: Southwest face—"James 
A. Bui-field, 1S31—1SS1." On tho southeast faco 
- "Major General U.S. V. ,AIember of Congress, 
SiT.alur And President of tho United States of 
,\iut.'rii.\u:t On tho north face—"Erected by 
His Comrades of tho Society of the Army of 
the Cumberland, May 1^, 1SS'

During the delivery of his address tho pres- 


ident was frequently interrupted by out- 
bursts of applause-. 'Ho spolro fluently in a 
ulear voice ivliich wa^ uudiblo to most of the 
vast crowd ihat filled the circle before the 
stand. "\V~lioi: lie had concluded tho band played 
"Hail Columbia"aml the Rov.F.D.Powor.who 
was tho pastor of Gen. Garfield's cliurcl: iu 
this city, pronounced tho benediction. Tho 
troops wero then dismissed and the ceremon- 
ies came to nn end. Secretaries Endicott and 
Whitney camo in during tho delivery of tho 
oration. Mrs. Vilos, who was also-delayed,look 
the seat beside Mrs. Cleveland which had 
boon vacated hy tho president 
when ho 


stepped forward to begin his address.

second Ironzo statue raL^d hi "Washington by 


I >y tho Society of tho Army of tho Cumber- 
land, tho oqufistriiiu sUitut) of Gen. (roorgo H. 
Thomns bolng tho first. 


Tho day ivas a perfect spocimou of Wash- 


ington spring weather. The sky wtw cloud- 
less, tho temperature delightful, mid a light 
Ijreozo temporal tho sun's rays just ouough to 
inal:o an idoal day for open-air ceremonies, 
At an early hour in the morning small de- 
tachments of .regular troops, militia and other 
organizations that were to participate in tho 
panulo took ]>ossessiou of tho stroots. The 
music o( brass bonds wnshoard in ov»ry quar- 
ter. Tho whole city turned out to do honor to 
tho memory of tho murdored president, aud 
ull tho departments, tho District otllces and 
tho city schools wero closed. The lino of the 
tho procession and tho vicinity of tho statue 
wero crowded with an immense throng of peo- 
ple, and a general holiday was observed. 


Tho procession, which numbered about 


5,000 troops and veterans, among tho latter 
being many gray-haired, limping and battle- 


scarred soldiers of tho 
Union.startod prompt- 
ly at U o'clock, Gon. 
Baird being chief mar- 
shal. Three of tho four 
living commanders of 


'" tho ArmyoC tho Cura- 


-• b o r l a n d — Sherman, 


Sheridau and Rose- 


cf- crans— occupied a car- 
*"" riago in tho lino. Gon. 


Buell, tho other living 
commander, was una- 
ble to attend. Tho line 
of march lay along 


several of the princi;'>al streets and avenues, 
und the head of the column reached tho statuo 
nt 1 p. m. , and Sherman, Sheridau, Kpsecrans 
and Governor Curtin took their places upon 
tho stand. Thuy were soon followed by Pres- 
ident Cleveland, escorted by Gen. Anderson 
and Secretary and Mrs. Fairchild, Col. and 
.Mrs. Lamont. Fostmastor General Vilas and 
Secretary Lamar. Mi's. Clovoland came, ac- 
companied by Mrs. Folsom, Miss Bayard, and 
Miss Welsh, just after 1 o'clock and took her 
scat bcsido Iho president's chair. Ex-Secretnry 
^Vindom and ex-Attorney General ITacVeagh, 
of President Garfleld's cabinet, wero among 
tho gucsb present. 


Seats hud been arranged in the stand for 


1,^00 persons end it was profusely draped 
with bunting and the speakers' stand was or- 
namented with graceful palnis and potted 
planLs, while a tatterod battle-flag hung 
hung from its staff at either corner. A pair 
of comfortable arm-chairs placed in the cen- 
ter of the stand wero reserved for tho presi- 
dent and Mi's. Cleveland. Among tho first of 
tho invited quests to arrive wore James und 
Harry Garfield, who wero escorted to seats by 
Ci-ii. Mussuy, whila Col, Wilson pp.-formod a 
similar oilico for tho aged ~\Y. "\V. Corcoran. 
Tho usual Thursday cabinet mooting wai ad- 
journed at an early hour, in order to cnablo 
tho president and his advisers to attend the 
unveiling- ceremonies. Secretary Bayard and 
Attorney General Garland were among tho 
early arrivals ami wera seated to tho left of 
IUJN. Cleveland, Tho members Of the supronia 
court of the United States came in a body, 
excepting Justices Wood and Harlan, and 
wero soau.-d i:i tho fhsfc row on the- left of tho 
spcaUer'.s stand. Tho District judiciary, mem- 
bers ol' the court of claims, and District com- 
missionei-s were nl-so present. Representatives 
of the diplomatic corps wero placed on tho 
right of the stand. 


Tho proceedings ^vei'G opened by Marshal 


Wilson, who called upon Rov. Dr. Giosy for 
prayer, which being concluded tho band 
struck up "Hail to tho Chief," during which 
the American flag which veiled the statue 
u-iis di'up[jed, disclosing tho sculptor's beauti- 
ful -.vort;. A national salute was thou ilred 
and C.M-U. Sheridan introduced tho orator of 
tlic day, Oen, J, Wanx'u Jveifor, of Ohio, who 
rlelivored a eulogy of Garfleld, and at its con- 
clusion formally ill the name of the Society of 
the Ai 
-riiy uf Lho Cumberland transferred thd 


sL'ilue to Gen. Sheridan.

turn presented tho statuo to the pre.-ident of 
the Uniteil Slnt.es in these words:

Chicago Stone company, which controls tho 
entire stone business of tho city, was obtained 
readily. 
Other material men signed tho 


agivumont, nud thus tho construction of all 
buildings is stopped until tho embargo shall 
be removed. 


Thero is entire unanimity of opinion ubout 


the wisdom r>£ tho lockout among tho build- 
ers. "It had to come," said a. prominent 
builder. "\Vo were tired of being embar- 
rassed by strikes. Wo could never toll whore 
nostowi nor what \re wore-doing. Every- 
body in the building business was in tho same 
tlx. Material men were just as badly off, and 
at tho last meeting of the executive board it 
was decided that the next strike would settle 
tho whole thing ono way or another—settle it 
for keeps. Wo want to know when wo begin 
ti job that wo will bo allowed to finish it on 
tho same basis as wo began on." 


Mr. Joseph Downey, president oC thoEuild- 


ers' and Traders' oxchango, said tho lockout 
would undoubtedly be a long one. 
"\Vo are 


tired oC this uncertainty," bo said, "and it's 
got to stop this time. Fully 50,000 men will 
lay down tliuir tools to-morrow night, with a 
strong probability of not having an opportu- 
nity of using them again in this city for 
months. Chilly ;i poor man will earn to-mor- 
row his lost day's pay for a long time."

It is a very instructive fact that two ot i.ho 


best mothers I know—and mothers, it must bo 
added, on tho largest scale—bavo bad their 
preliminary training solely 
through tho 


fhu'go of. dolls. 1 visited lately tlio nursery 
or ono oC theso mothers, arranged as tlio col- 
lective play room of sir children under 10; 
there boing also three older offspring who 
have graduated from this play room, and aro 
in a manner launched into tbo wor'.d outside. 
In this room everything is provided by whole- 
sale; whole freight trains of toy wagons, 
woodon horses enough for nil to ride at once, 
and 400 biocla for purposes ot architecture. 
Here, tho six ploy perpotually together wbiio 


• they aro in doors. 


This pattern mother, conducting without a 


nurse this largo world of little bci:igs, tells 
mo tbat sho grow up not only without 
younger brothers and sisters, but without 
knowledge, of youug children. 
Up to Lho 


timo of her marriage, at 22, sho has r.o recol- 
lection of ever having taken any care of a 
child. What, then, prepared her for this 
vast sphtro of duty, this rearing of nine 
young immortals? Ib was, sho assures me, 
tho discipline of dolls. 


Up to tho age of 13 her experience with 


.dolls was on tho very largest scale. Sho had 
.seldom less than twenty, each with its own 
wardrobe, o;T.amonts and possessions. Every 
night of her lifo tho twenty dolls wore un- 
dressed and put to bed before their mistress 
wont, 
ar.d 
'all 
their 
clothes 
woro 


neatly folded and put away separately. 
During 
the day, 
doubtless, 
each doll 


had its own career and position; was fed at 
tablo, flttod with new clothes, elevated icto 
grandeur or repressed into humbleness. "When 
their young mistress grow up, they wero 
doubtless laid asido or transferred to other 
children, or banished to tho dusty purgatory 
of tho garret from which no doll is over trans- 
lated to paradise.' 1 forget whether Hans 
Andersen has over duly chronicled the tra- 
gedy thnt lies at tho ond of every doll's lifo; 
it is worse than that of. any otber pot. An 
old liorso is often tendered, an aged dog is at 
least shot, but an old doll is left to lie forovcr 
on its back in tho garret, gazing with ono ro- 
mainlnj; oyo on the slowly gathering cobwebs 
above it. At any rato, tbo lady I describe 
was, after an interval of ten years, reas- 
signed to tbo duty that hod absorbed her in 
girlhood; only this time tho dolls woro alivo. 
On tho other hand, thoro were fewer of 
them—only uine—and they wcro, and are, 
oven more interesting, as I can testify, than 
tho dolL*. Her experience reminded mo of 
that of another mother whoso eight children 
are now practically grown up, and whoso 
oarly training was much tho same. She, too, 
had little to do with children in her youth, 
but her only sister onco said to me, "I always 
know that 
would bo a gorjd mother. 


When wo had paper dolls, she always know 
just whoro each one was and what clothes it 
needed. Sbo manages hor children just as 
sho did her paper dolls." 


How curious is this world of dolls! Uncouth 


and savage iu'Alaska, quaint in Japan, strong 
and solidly built in Germany, graceful in 
Paris. You can tell German dolls from 
French, it 13 said, by tho greater clumsiness 
of tho oitromities; no matter how pretty tbo 
face, tho .feet and ankles aro those of a peasant. 
In both countries, 1 believe, artificers visit 
tbo rural villages to btudy now faces for their 
dolls, as in ancient Grceco tho sculptors trav- 
eled about the country looking for beautiful 
forms. Everywhere tho doll is to tho child tho 
symbol of humanity, tho first object of res- 
ponsibility, tbo typo of what is^lovabJo, tho 
model on which tho dawningparental instinct 
practices itself, Tho littlo girl docs rot know 
the faults and virtues of her own tempera- 
mont until this imaginary being brings them 
oat, being now Unded with the sweetest care, 
now flung vehemently into an undeserved 
corner. It ijiaU imaginary, no doubt, but 
much of our sensibility lies in tho imagina- 
tion; tho woes wo relievo aro those wo vividly 
picture to ourselves. 
Children will some- 


times cry when tho doll is pricked in 
sowing on a dress, or fa forgotten when sho 
should be placed at tho window to see tbo 
procession go by. The sorrow is fantastic, 
but tho thoughtful sympathy is real. "Who- 
ever listens in the nursery *-ill hear all tha 
problems of ethics rehearsed upon this mimio 
stage of tho doll's house. In tbo traveling 
dinry of a. child of 8, written literally from 
ber own. dictation for hor absent father, tho 
important events of tho pilgrimage were 
always shared by tho doU. "When wo got to 
Nice I was sick The cert morning tbo doctor 
camo, and ho said I had something that was 
very much lik« scarlet f over. 
Then I had 


Annio (a sister) take care of baby (the doll) 
and keep bor away, for I was afraid sho would 
get tho fever, Sho used to cry to come to mo, 
but I know it wouldn't bo good for her." 


To a child thus imaginative and thus faith- 


ful this was an absolute rehearsal of mother- 
hood. 
When Christmas came, it appeal's 


from the diary that "baby" hung up her 
stocking with tho rest. She had a slate with 
a real pencil,, a traveling shawl with a strap 
and a cap with nifties, 
"I found baby with 


the- cap on eariy in tbo morning, and sho was 
«o pleased that sho almost jumped out of my 
arms." At the Coliseum, at St. 1'eter's. baby 
was of tho part}'. *:I used to tako her to hear 
tho band, in tho carriage, and sho went 
everywhere I did." This tenderost of parents 
was, of course, a girl; yet boys tako tlieir 
share of it in a more robust and intermittent 
way, and will tako tbo doll to bed or to 
breakfast, sometimes, as eagerly as girls. Tbo 
lovo of dolls with both sexes is a variable 
tiling, perhaps delayed unaccountably or 
interrupted by long Intervals of intlifTcr- 
onco. At any rate, it is tlio rehearsing of 
tbo most momentous part of human life, ibat 
which carries on from ono generation to an- 
other tho sacred flro of human affection. 
Where tbo doll ends tho child begins, or, as 
an author has said: 
"In a r.urser/ tho 


youngest child is littlo more than a doll, end 
the doll is a littlo Jess than a child."—'"!'. AV. 
H." in Harper's Bazar.
